THE  OLD  REED  MANSION,  WALDOBORO,  MAINE 


GREATEST  interest  in  the  present  sale  will  centre  around  a  group 
of  heirlooms  which  have  descended  in  the  family  of  Maine's 
prominent  citizens  during  the  early  years  of  the  nineteenth  century, 
and  which  by  this  association  recalls  to  mind  the  efforts  of  the  Colonies  in 
their  struggles  for  independence. 

Isaac  Gardner  Reed  was  born  in  Littleton,  Mass.,  in  1783;  his  mother 
Mary  Gardner  was  a  daughter  of  Isaac  Gardner  who  was  slain  at  Lexing- 
ton. He  read  law  with  Hon.  John  Locke  of  Bellerica,  was  admitted  to 
the  Bar  and  settled  in  Waldoboro,  Me.  in  1808  where  he  became  the 
town's  leading  lawyer  and  a  person  of  considerable  prominence.  His 
father,  Isaac  Reed,  appears  to  have  been  a  merchant;  an  existing  inventory 
(reproduced  in  part  as  frontispiece)  of  his  estate  made  at  the  time  of  his 
death  at  Littleton,  Mass.,  in  1789,  appraises  the  contents  of  his  business 
premises,  some  land  and  bills  due  at  eleven  hundred  and  ninety-nine  pounds, 
eighteen  shillings  and  one  pence,  a  considerable  sum  for  this  period. 
Having  gained  affluence  at  his  law  practice  in  Waldoboro,  the  younger 
Reed  established  a  residence  for  himself  which  later  became  known  as  the 
Reed  Mansion,  and  furnished  it  with  furniture  partly  obtained  from  his 
father's  estate  and  partly  acquired  by  purchase. 

At  the  Reed  Mansion  was  entertained  among  other  notable  guests  a 
young  man  named  Jefferson  Davis,  at  that  time  engaged  in  govern- 
mental surveying  work,  and  who  in  after  vears  was  to  become  President 
of  the  Southern  Confederacy.  William  King,  first  Governor  of  Maine, 
was  also  a  personal  friend  of  the  lawyer  who  bv  his  interest  in  military 
matters  rose  to  the  rank  of  Colonel  of  Militia,  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Convention  which  framed  the  Constitution  of  Maine  and  designed  and 
prepared  the  Seal  of  the  State. 

Furnishings  from  the  old  Reed  Mansion  of  Waldoboro,  Me.,  form 
the  nucleus  of  this  sale,  supplemented  bv  some  highly  interesting  and  his- 
torically rare  pieces  assembled  by  Mr.  W.  W.  Creamer,  together  with  a 
choice  group  of  Waldoboro  hooked  rugs,  early  American  glass,  and  various 
other  decorative  objects.
